“A gain w ith hearts u n ite d we approach o u r national me­ 
morial day 
It lias becom e a great occasion a m o n g our people 
for the exp ression of p a trio tic sentiment. 
T h e glo w in g pages 
of gloriou s h istory are a g a in read. 
Over th e g r a v e of every 
American v etera n flies th e flag. 
The ap p eara n ce in uniform 
of soldiers pf three wars o f th e republic stirs t h e youth to in­ 
creased lo v e of country and stimulates their im agination to 
deeds of h eroism and valor. 
The tender re co llectio n s of the 
honored dead inspire ren ew ed devotion to th e h ig h ideals for 
which in th e sunny south, in th e islands of 
t h e 
sea 
or 
on 
Flanders fields they gave th e ir all. 
“ In m a n y homes there a r e lonely hearts b eca u se of the 
costly sacrifices made in th e great war from w h ic h we have 
only recen tly emerged.
